It  is  a  joyous  task  to  recall  some  of  the  events  of  a  busy  school  year, 
especially  when  this  period  is  filled  with  such  remarkable  ac- 
complishments as  those  endangered  by  the  Graduates  of  1992. 
With  the  numbers  of  Provincial  Scholarships  at  a  record  high  from  the 
Graduating  Class  of  1991,  many  of  us  believed  that  this  achievement 
would  remain  untouched  for  a  while  until,  perhaps,  in  the  cycle  of  things, 
another  group  would  eventually  emerge.  The  waiting  period  was  short; 
the  1992  Graduating  Class  equalled  the  number  of  Provincial  Scholar- 
ships from  the  year  before  (51),  a  figure  representing  42%  of  the  Grade 
12's  in  receipt  of  this  prestigious  award.  On  average  the  provincial 
Government  awards  these  scholarships  to  3%  of  the  total  population 
of  Grade  12  students  in  British  Columbia. 


What  is  also  worthy  of  mention  by  the  Grads  of  1992  is  that  en  route  to  these  exeptionally  fine  results,  they 
found  time  to  tram  and  to  hone  their  skills  sufficiently  to  win  two  Provincial  Championships  in  Basketball 
and  Rugby,  a  feat  last  achieved  by  a  Victoria  school  in  1974.  In  addition,  many  of  these  same  students,  of 
course,  delighted  us  on  stage  with  their  histionics,  at  performances  with  their  music  and  at  exhibitions  with 
their  art.  It  is,  indeed,  by  this  dedicated  and  varied  energy  on  the  part  of  students  and  faculty  alike,  that 
the  school  can  sustain  its  fine  all-round  record.  It  is  certainly  not  the  case  of  the  school  setting  out  deliberate- 
ly to  win  everything  at  all  costs:  such  a  goal  would  become  self-defeating  by  its  narrowness. 
What  distinguishes  a  good  school  is  the  degree  of  intellectual,  aesthetic  and  physical  vitality  that  exists  whereby 
students  are  buoyed  to  perform,  and,  by  so  doing,  accrue  excellent  results  almost  as  a  natural  by-product. 
Once  an  impressive  record  has  been  compiled,  there  is  often  and  innate  and  unspoken  desire  for  others 
who  follow  to  add  to  it.  This  motivation  itself  is  self-perpetrating. 

The  quality  of  the  environment  is,  therefore,  everything.  Where  S.M.U.S.  scores  heavily  is  in  its  calibre  of 
teachers.  By  their  inspirational  instruction,  and  by  their  endless  hours  of  caring,  shown  in  their  dedication 
to  marking  and  coaching,  they  provide  students  with  a  reason  to  work.  On  their  part,  students  are  willing 
to  take  risks,  exert  and  push  themselves  academically  and  in  every  other  way  because,  in  the  context  of  this 
community,  there  is  always  someone  near  at  hand  to  help. 

The  student  leaders  themselves  are  also  instrumental  in  contributing  to  the  ethos  which  promotes  vibrancy. 
In  Head  Girl  and  Boy,  Shanti  Atkins  and  Jason  Winters,  and  in  the  School  Captain  Scholars,  Jenny  Ellis  and 
Choshu  Ito,  such  a  force  existed  last  year.  They  organized,  supervised,  promoted  and  engineered  indefatigably 
and  by  their  example  set  the  pace  and  the  ambience  by  which  other  students  were  keen  to  develop  their 
expertise  in  a  variety  of  activities,  the  fabric  of  the  school.  To  them  all  I  am  most  indebted. 
It  IS  in  preparing  students  for  university  that  the  School  is  known.  By  the  quality  of  its  graduates,  therefore, 
and  Its  classroom  performance,  S.M.U.S.  stands  or  falls.  To  help  us  monitor  our  preparatory  courses,  to  keep 
track  of  your  progress  and  development  at  the  tertiary  level  and  to  learn  from  your  experiences,  we  must 
have  our  graduates  maintain  contact  with  the  school.  Write,  telephone  or  drop  in  whenever  you  are  able. 
Your  teachers,  current  students,  the  administration  and  Mr.  Chris  Spicer,  our  new  Director  of  Development

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Camels  Create  Chaos  in  the  Cariboo 


We  have  been  informed  that  the  daft  mule  packer,  Frank  Laumeister,  has  had 
twenly-lhree  Bactrian  camels  imported  from  Manchuria,  China  to  Uicloria,  British 
Columbia.  He  bought  these  animals  at  three  hundred  dollars  each  to  transport  supplys

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Middle  School  Director's  Foreword 

With  the  quick  passage  of  another  school  year,  I  look  back  at  1991-92  as  one  which  con- 
tained an  unusual  degree  of  suspense  and  prospective  change.  The  sale  of  our  school  was 
an  on-again,  off-again  proposition  for  the  first  5  months.  When  the  agreement  was  finally  ce- 
mented with  the  University  of  Victoria,  everyone  concerned  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief  in  that 
we  knew  something  of  our  destiny  as  a  Middle  School.  The  design  of  our  new  facilities  added 
an  element  of  participation  and  control  over  our  future  facilities.  Visiting  the  new  building 
site  at  Richmond  Road  and  observing  the  construction  process  Is  exciting  and  reassuring. 

I  was  delighted  by  the  response  we  received  from  parents  following  our  Prize  Day  and  will 
include  in  this  foreward  the  10  guidelines  from  my  speech  which  several  people  requested. 

1.  Character:  Although  many  will  receive  well-deserved  recognition  this  evening  with  la- 
bels such  as  1st,  2nd,  distinction,  the  best,  the  most,  etc.,  I  suggest  that  good  char- 
acter is  more  to  be  praised  than  outstanding  talent.  Most  talents  are  to  some  degree, 
gifts.  Good  character  by  contrast  is  not  given  to  us;  we  have  to  build  it,  through  thought, 
choice,  courage  and  determination.  Try  not  to  envy  or  attempt  to  discredit  your  fellow 
student  who  has  gifts  or  talents  but  strive  to  make  the  most  of  what  you  have.  Doing 
your  best  is  more  important  that  being  the  best! 

2.  Take  Risks:  It  is  better  to  fail  in  doing  something  than  to  succeed  in  doing  nothing.  To  try  at  all  is  to  risk  failure  but  the  greatest 
waste  in  life  Is  created  when  a  young  person  risks  nothing,  does  nothing,  has  nothing  and  ultimately  is  nothing.  In  direct  op- 
position to  much  of  the  current  Year  2000  educational  philosophy;  risk  and  failure,  competition  and  comparative  evaluation  are 
a  part  of  life.  You  will  face  failure  in  some  form  in  your  lifetime,  don't  waste  time  and  energy  trying  to  cover  it  up  or  excuse  It; 
learn  from  it!  Wisdom  comes  more  from  learning  than  from  studying.  They  are  not  one  in  the  same.  If  you  say  you  will,  chances 
are  you  can.  If  you  say  you  won't,  nothing  will  be  accomplished.  If  you  say  you  can't,  you  condemn  yourself  to  failure. 

3.  A  Touch  of  Humility  is  a  good  thing:  don't  ever  be  afraid  to  admit  that  you  were  wrong.  It's  like  saying  that  you  are  wiser  today 
than  you  were  yesterday.  The  same  is  true  of  saying  you  are  sorry.  If  the  words  are  genuine,  it  takes  a  stronger  person  to  apologize 
than  to  hold  a  grudge. 

4.  Approach  life  with  enthusiasm:  Complacency  has  never  produced  successful  outcomes.  Be  fully  involved  in  your  education  and 
take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  improve  yourself.  You  can  inspire  those  around  you  to  strive  for  achievement  because 
your  best  friend  will  be  the  one  who  brings  out  the  best  in  you.  Choose  your  friends  wisely  but  do  not  strive  to  change  or  improve 
anyone  but  yourself.  You  can  be  a  positive  role  model  buy  you  can't  do  the  job  for  others. 

5.  Develop  a  sense  of  humour:  Life  will  never  be  perfect  but  laughter  will  get  you  through  many  rough  spots.  You  must  learn  to 
laugh  at  yourself;  you  will  make  mistakes  as  we  all  do,  but  it  is  how  we  handle  the  aftermath  that  counts. 

6.  Be  Optimistic:  The  future  is  coming  and  only  you  can  decide  where  it's  going  to  take  you.  The  only  person  holding  you  back  is 
you  so  expect  the  best  of  yourself  and  others.  If  you  believe  that  you're  going  nowhere  and  you  don't  do  anything  about  it,  you'll 
get  there  quickly.  Determine  to  make  the  very  best  of  every  opportunity  presented  to  you  to  better  yourself. 

7.  Have  Conviction:  Know  what  you  stand  for,  make  a  firm  decision  and  stick  by  it.  When  under  pressure  to  make  a  decision,  say 
"no".  After  you've  said  "yes"  to  something  what  you  are  unsure  about  it's  too  late.  Many  problems  which  young  people  are  strug- 
gling with  are  a  direct  result  of  saying  "yes"  too  quickly  and  not  saying  "no"  soon  enough.  After  careful  consideration  you  can 
change  a  "no"  to  a  "yes"  but  the  reverse  is  much  more  difficult. 

8.  The  best  discipline  comes  from  within:  This  applies  in  particular  to  the  Grade  Vlll's  who  are  moving  to  the  Senior  Campus  and 
I  know  that  they  relish  the  prospect  of  more  freedom,  but  I  remind  them  that  with  freedom  comes  responsibility.  Descipline  your- 
self; if  you  don't,  someone  will  have  to  impose  restrictions  on  you.  You  don't  win  by  escaping  detection  but  rather  by  proving 
that  you  don't  require  constant  surveillance  and  supervision.  This  does  not  imply  that  you  do  only  what  you  are  told;  be  a  self- 
starter  and  instigate  positive  happenings. 

9.  Be  courageous:  Courage  is  what  it  takes  to  stand  up  and  be  counted;  it  is  also  what  it  takes  to  sit  down  and  listen.  You  should 
do  your  fair  share  of  both.  Unless  you  strive  to  learn  something  beyond  what  you  have  already  mastered,  you  cannot  grow.  Set 
your  goals  just  slightly  out  of  reach  but  never  out  of  sight. 

10.  Remove  the  phrase  T.G.I.F.  from  your  vocabulary:  You  have  a  better  chance  of  success  if  you  look  forward  to  Monday  rather 
than  Friday.  I  too  have  been  guilty  of  using  this  phrase  but  I  would  love  to  hear  young  people  and  adults  proclaim:  T.G.I.M.  -Thank 
God  It's  Monday  -  I  am  eager  to  work,  to  learn,  to  be  challenged,  to  discover.  Not  much  of  equal  value  or  excitement  happens 
on  our  highly-prized  weekends.  We  need  them  but  they  should  not  become  our  sole,  "raison  d'etre." 

As  a  footnote  to  the  students,  I  add:  "if  you  are  doing  your  best  with  what  you  have,  you  are  succeeding  now  and  you  will  continue 
to  do  so  in  the  future." 

Although  these  suggestions  were  addressed  to  the  students,  I  would  proffer  the  thought  that  they  apply  equally  to  adults.  Young 
people  can  function  best  in  an  environment  where  we  all,  "Practice  What  We  Preach!" 

I  wish  every  Grade  VIII  student  the  utmost  of  success  in  all  future  endeavours.  Those  of  us  who  remain  at  Middle  School  will  be  fol- 
lowing in  your  footsteps  in  December.

Despite  the  setback,  we  were  bouyed  by  the  fact  that  we  had  scored  on  our  first  date,  and  this,  with 
a  renewed  appreciation  of  the  work  that  had  do  be  done  on  defence,  added  focus  to  subsequent  practices 
and  games. 

Matches  against  Cedar  Hill  (1-4)  and  Lansdowne  (0-2)  suggested  that  the  idea  of  using  three  goalies  and 
a  6-1-1  formation  was  starting  to  pay  off  defensively,  and  a  1-3  loss  to  an  elderly  GNS  team  saw  the  unveiling 
of  a  potent  new  weapon  in  our  offensive  armoury  -  the  genuflick.,  in  which  a  whole  forward  line  leaps  as 
though  to  head  in  a  corner  shot  and  Joanna  Forbes  sneaks  in  behind  them  to  score  with  her  knee. 
The  final  match  of  the  league  season  produced,  fittingly,  the  best  soccer.  Girls  ran  into  space  and  called  for 
passes,  which  were  delivered  accurately,  we  pressured  our  opponents  defensively,  and  throughout  played 
our  positions  intelligently.  The  result  was  a  2-0  win  over  Arbutus,  both  goals  scored  by  Leah  following  good 
linkage  between  defence  and  midfield. 

Subsequent  performances  in  draws  against  Brentwood  (0-0  and  2-2)  were  technically  rather  rustic  but  played 
in  the  spirit  that  typified  our  games  all  season;  competitive  but  friendly  and  a  lot  of  fun.  The  fact  that  seventeen 
girls  were  prepared  to  give  up  the  time  at  the  end  of  May  to  travel  to  Mill  Bay  reflects  the  interest  and  commit- 
ment shown  by  team  members  all  term. 

1  always  hesitate  to  single  out  individuals  in  what  is  essentially  a  team  effort,  but  it  would  be  wrong  to  omit 
mention  of  the  drive  and  energy  of  Melissa  Sawyer,  Morag  Wilmut  and  Katie  Leong;  the  courage  and  terrier- 
like tenacity  of  Alison  Pengelly;  the  speed,  control  and  opportunism  of  Leah  Sturgis;  the  ever-improving  steadi- 
ness of  Kim  Gillespie  in  goal;  and,  perhaps  most  important  of  all,  the  defensive  skills  and  leadership  of  Adrienne 
Price,  who  time  and  again  steadied  the  team  in  desperate  situation  and  repeatedly  rescued  us  from  disaster. 
Solid  performances  by  several  of  the  grade  9's,  particularly  Jeanie  Norris,  Hannah  Farrell  and  Kelly  McBeath 
in  defence  bode  well  for  next  year. 
Thanks,  ladies.  It  was  a  gas.

Once  again  SMU  entered  3  teams  in  the  city  leagues,  with  the  1st  and  2nd  XV  playing  for  the  Howard  Russell 
Cup  and  the  3rd  XV  in  the  Col.  Hodgins  competition.  An  increased  number  of  teams  in  the  latter  league  lead 
to  a  much  higher  standard  of  performance  this  year.  The  3rd  XV  included  many  players  new  to  the  game, 
and  they  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  fine  progress.  The  forwards  were  always  under  pressure  against 
much  bigger  opposition  but  battled  courageously  with  a  good  degree  of  skill.  Barrett  Hatton  is  to  be  especial- 
ly commended  for  his  great  effort  and  considerable  improvement.  The  backs  moved  the  ball  well,  with  little 
penetration  from  first  phase,  but  scored  some  spectacular  tries  once  the  ball  was  in  open  play.  Mathew  Franklin 
had  a  very  good  season  controlling  the  pattern  of  play,  while  Satoshi  Kikuchi  took  off  on  many  dazzling  runs. 
One  of  the  early  problems  this  season  was  to  settle  on  what  was  the  best  starting  line  for  the  1st  XV.  This 
meant  that  during  early  league  and  exhibition  play  a  large  number  of  players  were  given  the  opportunity 
of  representing  the  senior  side.  An  added  complication  was  that  many  of  the  players  could  also  perform  in 
a  variety  of  different  positions.  The  result  was  a  series  of  fine  performances  by  both  the  1st  and  2nd  XV's, 
with  the  latter  outscoring  the  former  on  some  occasions.  The  finest  performance  of  all  by  the  2nd's  was  the 
Howard  Russell  semi-final  whan  virtually  en  masse  they  hammered  Claremont  70-8,  allowing  the  1st  XV  to 
rest  up  for  the  final.  Mainstays  of  the  pack,  who  always  gave  their  best,  were  Trevor  Parkes,  lija  Herb  and 
Clive  Southcombe.  This  group  was  well  supported  by  the  individual  talent  of  Martin  Nash  at  fly  half  and  the 
ever  present  Robin  Forbes  at  centre  or  wing.  Indeed  it  was  a  fine  season  with  some  memorable  moments. 
As  for  the  1st  XV,  many  teams  would  have  been  decimated  by  season  ending  injuries  to  three  key  players 
of  the  calibre  of  Ryan  Gillespie,  Robert  Card  and  Chris  Isherwood.  However,  because  many  of  the  players 
had  already  been  exposed  to  first  team  rugby,  it  appeared  to  make  little  difference.  An  unbeaten  league  season 
and  a  convincing  semi-final  win  lead  to  the  Howard  Russell  final  against  Oak  Bay  for  the  second  consecutive 
season.  The  team  pulled  off  one  of  its  finest  performances  to  record  a  43-0  victory,  scoring  one  particularly 
memorable  counterattack  try. 

The  team  went  into  the  Provincial  Championship,  to  defend  it  title,  as  #1  seed.  Exhibition  games  had  already 
been  played  during  the  season  against  Carson  Graham(#5)  and  Semiahmoo(#3),  and  therefore  the  standard 
required  to  win  was  known  to  be  very  high.  It  was  hoped  to  use  a  large  squad  in  the  early  games  but  even 
during  the  first  day  it  became  evident  that  few  risks  could  be  taken.  After  two  wins  against  Burnaby  South 
and  W.J.  Mouat,  Kelowna  presented  a  major  obstacle  with  a  very  aggresive,  robust  performance.  After  some 
difficult  passages  of  play,  the  team  scored  a  classy  try  to  pull  away  and  record  a  16-3  win.  The  strong  defen- 
sive qualities  of  the  team  were  beginning  to  emerge  at  this  point  and  an  error  free,  more  limited  style  of 
play  was  the  choice  for  the  semi-final  game  against  Carson  Graham,  which  was  won  13-4.  Semiahmoo  had 
come  through  the  other  half  of  the  draw  very  comfortably  and  as  it  licked  its  wounds  back  at  base,  there 
was  some  concern  as  to  whether  the  team  could  raise  its  game  for  the  final  battle.  On  another  sunny  day 
a  large  crowd  greeted  us  at  Thunderbird  Stadium  for  the  final  showdown.  A  superb  opening  salvo  brought 
three  points,  but  then  Semiahmoo  stormed  back  to  score  a  unconverted  try.  The  team  then  withstood  a  period 
of  intense  pressure  before  scoring  a  fine  converted  try  to  regain  the  lead.  A  penalty  just  before  the  half  made 
it  12-4.  The  second  period  of  play  saw  the  team  take  over  the  game  with  some  decisive  running  and  skillful 
passing,  resulting  in  three  further  tries  and  a  final  convincing  29-4  victory.

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This  was  the  most  unusual  beginning  to  an  overseas  tour,  with  seven  of  the  squad  being  left  behind  in  Vancouver  This  was  deliberate 
of  course,  as  they  attempted,  successfully,  to  win  the  Provincial  basketball  cfiampionship.  Feeling  somewhat  exposed  and  alone.  Mr. 
Tongue  (Spesh)  and  his  15  pioneers  set  oft  after  school  on  the  last  day  of  term  for  London,  England.  A  smooth  flight  and  approximately 
24  hours  later  the  players  were  to  their  own  amazement  running  through  the  "Streets  of  London"  looking  for  some  green  space,  which 
to  their  delight  they  discovered  after  about  10  minutes.  Regents  Park,  an  extensive  area  of  land  including  a  rugby  pitch,  became  our 
training  base  for  the  first  3  days.  A  couple  of  strenuous  workouts  early  on  got  the  players  in  the  right  frame  of  mind  for  the  first  game. 
A  different  "first  test",  with  a  few  chaps  late  back  for  curfew,  created  the  opportunity  for  an  even  more  vigorous  training  session  before 
moving  on  to  Wimbledon  College  and  our  first  stay.  Here  we  renewed  old  friendships  with  a  school  who  had  visited  Canada  )ust  one 
year  earlier  What  an  opening  to  the  tour  it  proved  to  be.  with  SMU  winning  comfortably  the  first  "unofficial"  game.  A  visit  to  Hampton 
Court  and  its  pleasant  surroundings  occupied  the  next  morning  before  the  arrival  of  our  triumphant  basketball  squad,  which  went  straight 
into  a  training  session  The  veterans  trained  with  glee  as  the  new  arrivals  struggled  through  their  paces.  Match  day  started  with  a  visit 
to  the  ALL  ENGLAND  TENNIS  CLUB,  including  the  museum  and  centre  court.  The  game  itself  was  a  bit  of  an  anti-climax.  It  was  hard 
fought  and  Wimbledon  College  was  good  defensively,  but  neither  side  could  create  many  chances.  In  the  end  it  was  decided  on  penalties, 
giving  us  a  narrow  6-3  win.  Ben  Trevena  and  Chris  Isherwood  had  strong  games  defensively  for  SMU.  A  win  in  the  first  game  on  tour 
is  always  important  and  a  much  relieved  squad  enioyed  a  good  evening  with  their  hosts. 

Our  second  stop  was  over  the  border  in  Wales,  where  we  met  old  rivals  Glantaf.  Rhodri  Samuel  came  to  take  the  coaches  off  to  enjoy 
an  evening  away  in  Brecon,  while  the  boys  prepared  for  what  for  them  was  the  biggest  game  of  the  tour.  Glantaf  has  a  formidable  reputa- 
tion in  Wales  with  some  players  of  phenomenal  quality.  Unfortunately  some,  because  of  international  duty,  were  unable  to  play  against 
us  and  with  Rhodn's  presence  providing  extra  emotional  commitment  the  forwards  sparked  us  to  an  outstanding  22-4  win. 
While  touring  Cardiff  Arms  Park  prior  to  the  International  between  Wales  and  Scotland,  the  team  saw  several  of  the  Welsh  team  out 
practising  kicking  to  get  the  feel  of  the  conditions.  This  sharpened  the  interest  and  anticipation  for  the  game,  which  took  place  in  front 
of  a  capacity  crowd  of  60  000.

The  new  headmaster  Peter  Johnson  welcomed  us  to 
his  school  for  a  game  played  in  very  changeable  weather:  sunshine,  wind,  rain,  hail,  thunder  and  lightning  and  more  sunshine.  We  did 
not  produce  such  a  strong  performance  as  against  Glantaf.  but  some  superb  moments  saw  5  tries  scored.  3  from  Peter  Robb  on  the  left  wing.

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A  year  full  of  hope  and  great  expectations  proved  to  live  up  to  its  advance  billing  as  the  team  enjoyed  the 
most  successful  season  in  school  history.  Six  Invitational  tournament  crowns,  a  50-4  overall  record,  a  successful 
Island  title  defence  and  a  resounding,  comprehensive  provincial  AAA  championship  certainly  made  the  1991-92 
campaign  a  memorable  one. 

Again,  the  highlights  of  the  season  were  many  and  varied.  We  opened  the  year  by  defeating  Camosun  College 
78-69  and  remained  unbeaten  until  the  New  Year  when,  plagued  by  illness  and  injuries,  we  went  down  76-69 
to  Austin  Lathrop  H.S.  of  Fairbanks,  Alaska  in  the  semifinal  of  the  Encore  Invitational  in  Tuscon,  Arizona. 
Later  in  January,  still  battered  by  injury,  we  won  the  prestigious  Vancouver  College  Emerald  Tournament 
with  an  outstanding  75-59  victory  over  the  hosts,  against  whom  we  enjoyed  a  great  rivalry  all  year.  Next 
came  a  successful  defence  of  our  own  SMU  Invitational  with  a  69-62  win  over  crosstown  rival  Belmont. 
On  to  the  playoffs,  where  upsets  proved  the  order  of  the  day.  Belmont  fell  to  Mount  Douglas  in  the  City  tourna- 
ment, leaving  us  an  easy  path  through  to  the  Islands,  where  we  successfully  defended  our  1991  title  with 
huge  wins  over  Cowichan  and  Belmont,  and  a  third  hard  fought  triumph  over  then  #1  ranked  Alberni. 
Thus  we  returned  to  Vancouver  and  the  Agrodome  for  the  provincial  tournament.  Rested,  ready  and  having 
regained  the  #1  seed,  we  played  four  outstanding  games,  easily  defeating  Columneetza  of  Williams  Lake, 
defending  champs  Richmond,  Cinderella  West  Vancouver,  and  then  Scott  Walton  led  Pitt  Meadows,  who  had 
upset  pre  tourney  co-favorite  Vancouver  College  74-73  in  the  other  semifinal.  Our  final  game  winning  margin 
of  28  points  (76-48)  was  a  tournament  record,  amd  gave  us  the  much  coveted  AAA  provincial  title. 
The  team  possessed  any  number  of  outstanding  individual  players  but  perhaps  the  most  remarkable  features 
were  unselfishness  and  depth.  Indeed,  without  question,  the  second  unit  could  have  perhaps  qualified  for 
the  provincial  tournament  on  its  own  merit. 

The  talented  starting  five  was  spearheaded  by  arguably  the  finest  backcourt  in  BC  high  school  hoops  history, 
as  Stephen  Nash  and  Milan  Uzelac  provided  unparalleled  ballhandling,  shooting,  defence  and  leadership. 
Up  front,  swingman  Jamie  Miller  developed  an  outstanding  all-round  game,  while  posts  Jan  Schmidt  and 
Jeremy  Harris  provided  an  excellent  mix  of  defence,  scoring  and  rebounding.  All-Star  and  MVP  honors  followed 
this  group  at  virtually  all  tournament  stops. 

Off  the  bench,  the  second  quintet  was  also  extemely  talented.  Guard  Martin  Nash  thrilled  crowds  all  over 
the  province  with  his  exciting  play,  while  rainbow  shooting  Ryan  Van  Roode  ripped  zone  defences  apart  on 
a  regular  basis.  In  the  front  court,  Mark  Grist's  all-purpose  game,  especially  his  passing,  provided  extremely 
valuable  on  numerous  occasions,  while  posts  Chris  Isherwood  and  Brendan  Barry  were  rarely  outplayed  by 
more  illustrious  opponents,  indeed,  when  illness  and  injury,  particularly  to  Schmidt,  who  missed  20  games 
with  a  back  ailment,  necessitated  changes,  the  team  rarely  suffered  any  noticeable  drop  in  performance. 
Also  in  reserve  was  guard  Brent  McLay  and  talented  juniors  Damian  Grant  and  Ryan  Green.  Furthermore, 
seven  others,  who  played  for  an  equally  successful  "B's"  also  made, several  appearances  on  the  A  squad. 
Other  than  Ed  Crothall,  who  graduates,  Renton  Leversedge,  Bill  Hann,  Hywel  Jones,  Mathew  Franklin,  Stu 
Kerr  and  Aaron  Clark  should  all  make  a  major  contribution  in  92-93.
